15 -year- old cancer survivor 
faces star he once idolized 

SANTA MARIA, CALIF. I Michael Jacksou’s accus- 
er took the stand Wednesday, saying he once 
considered the pop star now charged with 
molesting him “the coolest guy in the world.” 

The 15 -year- old was not asked about the 
molestation allegations before court ended, 
but described viewing adult Internet sites with 
Jackson and said the singer told him to “call 
me daddy” during the taping of a documentary. 

The young cancer survivor gave the same 
account his brother had of looking at explicit 
sites on their second night at Neverland after 
their parents gave them permission to sleep 
in Jackson’s room. 

The boy said one of Jackson’s employees, 
Frank Tyson, began looking at sites on the 
Internet as the others watched. 

The witness said they looked at women 
or teenage girls for a period of 15 to 30 min- 
utes, and he repeated an account his brother 
had given about a remark Jackson allegedly 
made. “There was this girl with her shirt up 
and it was all quiet and stuff and Michael’s 
like, ‘Got milk?”’ he said. 

Earlier Wednesday, the accuser’s broth- 
er, under cross-examination, admitted dis- 
crepancies between his testimony and his 
other accounts of allegedly seeing Jackson 
molest his brother. 

Jackson, 46, is accused of molesting the 
boy, giving him alcohol and conspiring to hold 
the boy’s family captive to get them to rebut a 
damaging TV documentary. Jackson’s defense

In a brief statement at the end 
of the broadcast, Rather paid trib- 
ute to Sept. 11 terrorist victims, tsu- 
nami survivors, American military 
forces, the oppressed, those in fail- 
ing health and fellow journalists in 
dangerous places.

President Pitches Drilling in Arctic 


With gas prices rising, 
Bush urges exploration 
for oil in wildlife refuge 

COLUMBUS, OHIO I President Bush 
said Wednesday that high gaso- 
line and oil prices are “legitimate 
concerns” for Americans and the 
answer is a long-range energy plan 
that includes drilling in an Arctic 
wildlife refuge. 

Bush gave his energy pitch in 
Ohio, where consumers have been 
battling high winter heating bills 


and gasoline prices of more than 
$2 a gallon. Even higher prices are 
expected in the summer season. 

“Higher prices 
at the gas pump 
and rising home 
heating bills and 
the possibilities of 
blackouts are legit- 
imate concerns for 
all Americans,” 

Bush told supporters at the Franklin 
County Veterans Memorial. 

Ohio was at the center of a mas- 
sive power blackout nearly two years 


ago, but proposals to increase grid 
reliability have been tangled up in 
the debate over wider energy leg- 
islation in Congress. 

The president also renewed his 
call for opening the Arctic National 
Wildlife Refuge, ANWR, to oil 
exploration. 

Developing the refuge’s oil would 
help allay U.S. reliance on foreign 
oil. Dependence on foreign oil “cre- 
ates a national security issue and an 
economic security issue,” said Bush, 
urging lawmakers to include ANWR 
drilling in a broad energy bill, (ap) 


OTHER DEVELOPMENTS 

President Bush’s top environ- 
mental priority — giving power plants, 
factories and refineries more time 
to reducetheirair pollution — suf- 
fered a major setback Wednesday 
as a Republican-controlled com- 
mittee rejected it in the Senate.

In Health Care Access 


African-American 
men die at faster rate 
than whites, study says 

WASHINGTON | Middle -age black 
men are dying at nearly twice the 
rate of white men of a similar age, 
reflecting lower incomes and poorer 
access to health care, a study says. 
But mortality among black infants 
is dropping. 

While overall longevity for both 
black and whites has improved over 
the past 40 years, the gap between 
the races has narrowed little, former 
Surgeon General David Satcher said 
in a paper published Wednesday in 
the journal Health Affairs. 

Satcher’s paper was one of several 
in the journal’s March/April issue, 
which is devoted to the topic of health 
care discrepancies between races. 


Elimination of this racial gap 
would prevent an estimated 83,570 
early deaths annually, Satcher said. 

Some 10,472 of those deaths 
occurred among black men who 
were 45 to 54 in 2000, according 
to research based on a death rate 
of 1,060 per 100,000 black men in 
that age group compared with a rate 
of 503 for white men. 

One reason for the differences 
is that gains in health care access 
generally have not included black 
men unless they were older or dis- 
abled, Satcher said. 

While a gap remains, there has 
been progress for infants, Satcher 
said. Deaths per 100,000 black 
males under 12 months fell from 
5,307 in i960 to 1,653 in 2000, he 
found. Comparable figures for whites 
were 2,694 in i960 and 656 in 2000.

Rice Again Denies U.S. Role

BEIRUT, LEBANON I Bolstered by a 
massive pro -Syrian demonstra- 
tion, Lebanese allies of Syria moved 
Wednesday to reinstate the prime 
minister, who recently was forced 
out by anti-Damascus protests. 

Outgoing Prime Minister Omar 
Karami was virtually assured nom- 
ination after 71 legislators put for- 
ward his name during consultations 
with pro -Syrian President Emile 
Lahoud, lawmakers said.

BAGHDAD | Iraqi authorities found 41 
decomposed bodies — some bullet- 
riddled, others beheaded — and said 
Wednesday they included women 
and children who may have been 
killed because insurgents thought 
their families were collaborating 
with U.S. forces. 

Also on Wednesday, a suicide 
bomber driving a garbage truck load- 
ed with explosives and at least one 
other gunman shot their way into a 
parking lot in a bid to blow up a hotel 
in Baghdad used by Western con- 
tractors. At least four people, includ- 
ing the attackers, were killed. The 
U.S. Embassy said 30 Americans 
were wounded; none were killed. 

In an Internet statement, al 
Qaeda in Iraq purportedly claimed 
responsibility for the hotel attack. 

The decomposed bodies were 
found Tuesday. Twenty- six of the 
dead, including one woman, were 
discovered outside Rumana, near 
the Syrian border.

IRA Faces Heat From U.S. After Pub Killing 


MOSCOW I Chechen rebels vowed 
Wednesday to carry on their sepa- 
ratist fight against Russia follow- 
ing the death of their leader Aslan 
Maskhadov, who was killed after 
Russian special forces cornered 
him in an underground bunker in 
northern Chechnya. 


“A new period has begun in the

BELFAST, NORTHERN IRELAND | In 
its bluntest criticism yet of the Irish 
Republican Army, the Bush admin- 
istration told the IRA it should dis- 
band following the outlawed group’s 
offer to shoot four men responsible 
for killing a Catholic civilian. 

The call from the U.S. envoy to 
Northern Ireland, Mitchell Reiss, 
came a week before St. Patrick’s Day 
when, for the first time in a decade, 
leaders of the IRA’s Sinn Fein party 


won’t be guests of the White House. 

This year, the invitations are 
going to the five sisters of Robert 
McCartney, a 33 -year-old forklift 
operator. McCartney was killed 
Jan. 30 by an IRA-led gang out- 
side a Belfast pub. The IRA men 
allegedly then mopped up forensic 
evidence and warned witnesses in 
the pub they would face death if they 
went to the police. 

Such IRA bullying has persisted 


with relative impunity for 35 years, 
because virtually no Catholics have 
been willing to testify against the 
group. Reaction to the McCartney 
killing could mark a turning point. 

The key reason for the change 
is the McCartney sisters. Unlike 
most families of IRA victims within 
Catholic districts, they have pursued 
a dogged public campaign demand- 
ing changes from leaders of Sinn 
Fein and the IRA. (ap)

Deadly Snack Kills 
27 Filipino Children 

Cassava, cooked incorrectly, turned poisonous 


MANILA, PHILIPPINES I Wailing par- 
ents carried the bodies of their chil- 
dren from hospitals after a snack of 
cassava — a root that’s poisonous if 
not prepared correctly — killed 27 
and sickened 100 others Wednesday 
at an elementary school in the 
south- central Philippines. 

Francisca Doliente said her 9- 
year-old niece was given some of the 
deep-fried caramelized cassava by 
one of her classmates at San Jose 
school in Mabini, a town on Bohol 
island. The classmate bought it from 
a vendor outside the school. 

“Her friend is gone. She died,” 
Doliente said. Her niece was being 
treated, she said. 

Mayor Stephen Ranees said 27 
students were confirmed dead. 


The roots of the cassava plant, a 
major crop in Southeast Asia, are 
rich in protein, minerals and the 
vitamins A, B and C. However, cas- 
sava is poisonous unless it is peeled 
and thoroughly cooked. If it is eaten 
raw or prepared incorrectly, one of 
its chemical constituents will be 
attacked by digestive enzymes and 
give off the deadly poison cyanide. 

Some victims were still vomiting 
12 hours after eating the cassava, 
said Dr. Nenita Po of Gov. Celes- 
tino Gallares Memorial Hospital. 
However, those who were alive when 
they reached the hospital had a good 
chance of surviving, Po said. 

A specimen of the cassava was 
taken for inspection at the local 
Crime Laboratory Group, (ap) 


Guatemala Delays 
Vote on U.S. Trade 
Pact Amid Protests 

GUATEMALA CITY I Police used tear 
gas and water cannon to beat back 
hundreds of demonstrators who 
were trying to prevent Guatemala’s 
Congress from approving a free- 
trade agreement with the United 
States on Wednesday. 

The protests have forced Congress 


to delay plans to vote on the Central 
American Free Trade Agreement. 

After many lawmakers were 
unable to reach the building on 
Tuesday, the army said it was ready 
to supply 500 troops to help maintain 
order, though the government said it 
would not immediately use them. 

The opponents argue that the 
treaty would hurt local farmers and 
workers through competition with 
cheaper imported goods and with 
powerful foreign companies, (ap)

Hackers Snatch 
LexisNexis Data 


Personal information 
on 32,000 customers 
may have been stolen 

N E W YO R K I Using Stolen passwords 
from legitimate customers, intrud- 
ers accessed personal information on 
as many as 32,000 US. citizens in a 
database owned by the information 
broker LexisNexis, the company said. 

The announcement Wednesday 
comes on the heels of a series of sim- 
ilar high-profile breaches, the most 
serious affecting another large data 
broker, ChoicePoint Inc., in which 
scores of identities were stolen. 

The ChoicePoint case, as well 
as other data losses including one 
affecting some 1.2 million federal 
employees with Bank of America 
charge cards, have prompted an out- 
cry for federal oversight of a loose- 
ly regulated commercial sector. In 
the data-brokering business, sensi- 
tive data about nearly every adult 


American is bought and sold. 

The first in a series of Capitol Hill 
hearings are scheduled for Thursday. 

At LexisNexis, criminals found a 
way to compromise the log-ins and 
passwords of a handful of legitimate 
customers to get access to the data- 
base, said Kurt Sanford, the com- 
pany’s chief executive, said. 

The FBI and the Secret Service 
are both investigating the breach. 

The database that was compro- 
mised, called Accurint, sells reports 
for $4.50 each that include an 
individual’s Social Security num- 
ber, past addresses, date of birth 
and voter registration information, 
including party affiliation. 

No credit history, medical records 
or financial information were 
accessed in the breach, the company 
said in a statement. LexisNexis said it 
would be notifying affected custom- 
ers in the coming days.

Oil Reserves to Stay Closed for Now 


There’s no telling how high oil prices 
will climb — they briefly surpassed 
$55 a barrel on Wednesday — but 
analysts are confident that retail 
gasoline prices, now $2 a gallon 
nationwide, have yet to peak. 

Two factors point to more pain 
at the pump, they said. The whole- 


sale price of motor fuel is up more 
than 20 percent since the start of 
the month, and in 19 out of the last 
20 years, gasoline prices have risen 
between now and mid-May. 

“We’re not at a top yet,” said 
Tom Kloza, director of Oil Price 
Information Service He said he 


expects the nationwide average to 
surpass $2.10 a gallon soon — afore- 
cast that is in line with recent predic- 
tions by the Energy Department. 

While some Democrats have 
called on President Bush to release

Mercury Containers Found in Schooi 


WASHINGTON | Mayor Anthony 
A. Williams called Cardozo High 
School’s mercury contamination 
problem“embarrassing”Wednesday, 
as federal investigators discovered 
six containers of mercury in the 
school’s science labs. 

Marcos Aquino, a coordinator 
with the Environmental Protection

Weighing in on the mercu- 
ry problems at his weekly press 
briefing, the mayor called the 
situation “embarrassing to the 
city,” and added, “we all look like 
fools.” 

Cardozo has been closed all 
week after mercury was discov- 
ered in its basement Sunday — the 
third such find since an initial mer- 
cury spill shut the school Feb. 23.

Mayor Hints at

Gibbs Defends 
Redskins’ Losses 


Coach answers tough 
questions after Pierce, 
Smoot sign elsewhere 

REDSKINS I Joe Gibbs spoke for 12 
minutes nonstop. He said nothing 
new and repeated the same words 
and phrases several times, sounding 
more like a man at a loss to explain 
something gone awry than a Hall 
of Fame football coach. 

He tried massaging the numbers 
as best he could, and explained the 
ramifications of the salary cap as 
if no one else had ever dealt with 
it before. 

He could not, however, escape the 
final conclusion: The Washington 
Redskins were just l-for-3 in their 
major offseason goals. 

“We lost two players,” Gibbs said. 
“I don’t like that.” 

The Redskins lost middle line- 
backer Antonio Pierce and corner- 
back Fred Smoot to free agency in 
the past week. 


They also sent disgruntled receiv- 
er Laveranues Coles to the New York 
Jets for Santana Moss, an exchange 
that counts a crippling $9.3 million 
toward Washington’s salary cap this 
season because of Coles. The trade 
will eat up all but a sliver of the $9.5 
million saved in the one goal that was 
achieved: the restructuring of tackle 
Chris Samuels’ contract. 

Gibbs called Wednesday’s news 
conference to reassure fans that he 
did what he could to keep Smoot 
and Pierce. He also defended his 
role as team president, even as ques- 
tions mount over whether he would 
be better off working with a general 
manager — as he did in the 1980s 
with Bobby Beathard. 

“Inside this building, I think we 
are together,” Gibbs said. “Somebody 
has to take the heat if things don’t 
go well. That’s me. A lot of success- 
ful football teams, they’re winning 
games and everything, they’re 
structured in a similar fashion.”

The book accordingly suffers 
from a lack of depth.

It appears that no one has gotten 
to know Wintour well — at least, no 
one who was willing to talk about 
her to Oppenheimer. 

One of his main sources for her 
early life was a discontented for- 
mer best friend who says that, as a 
teen, Wintour took perverse delight 
in buying clothing gifts that were 
sizes too small for her friend. 

In the office, he writes, “Anna’s 
imperious manner manifested itself 
even in the elevators and hallways 
of Vogue. It was an unwritten rule 
that Anna didn’t permit anyone 
to ride on the elevators with her 
.... There was even a rule imposed 
about ... when and where one might 
speak to her.” 

Fashionistas will cling to every 
tidbit about the life and times of this 
petite woman who was born rich. 
And it may provide comfort to her 
detractors. As Oppenheimer said, 
“Fashion is a bottom-line business. 
Anything can happen. Even to her.”

Atlanta injects media 
into its mass transit. 
Could Metro be next? 

John Brink looked bored as he 
stood, skateboard wedged between 
his legs, waiting for the train. Brink, 
39, who has been riding the sub- 
way since 1983, said he could use 
some television or music on his 
commutes, and would be willing 
to listen to most anything. 

By late spring, the Metropolitan 
Atlanta Rapid Transit Authority will 
become the first North American 
subway to pump television and radio 
feeds into its trains. Each of its 230 
rail cars will be outfitted with 15- 
inch flat screens playing a news 
loop from ABC affiliate WSB-TV, 
plus transmitters offering top 40, 
jazz and R&B. 

In a deal with media compa- 
ny The Rail Network, MARTA 
will get a cut of the revenue from 
the advertising on the televisions 
and the on-train music channels.

and could make $20 million over 
the next decade, said David Lane, 
chief executive officer of The Rail 
Network. 

Lane said he expects Washington 
and Vancouver to follow Atlanta’s 
lead.

tent to that particular city. “What we 
want them to see is something they 
would see at home,” Lane said. 

Subway riders will be able to 
pick up the radio feeds and televi- 
sion audio from any FM receiver. 
Through technology Lane created. 


the software on the train will keep 
programming fresh. As the train 
passes through wireless clouds — 
up to a mile radius — it will detect 
any new content and download it 
onto the trains’ TVs. 

Some patrons said they would 


prefer to watch a wider variety of 
stations, but no one felt the news 
was being foisted upon them. Others 
said they’d welcome any distrac- 
tion from a boring commute. “I like 
watching that screen over there,” 
said Lee Page, 54, pointing to a digi- 
tal ticker in the train station. 

Still, Page was skeptical of the 
MARTA plan. “I think it’s a good 
idea. I just don’t think it’ll go over. 
I think people will abuse the sys- 
tem, rip out the monitors.” 

Studying for a test on his way to 
Georgia State University, P. J. Webb, 
22, said most riders will like it, but it 
may disrupt his studies because he’ll 
want to watch television instead. 
“I’m always reading and studying, so 
it’s going to be kind of a distraction,” 
he said, eliott c. mclaughlin (ap)

ANDREW TYNDALL, publisher of the Tyndall Report, an industry newsletter which 
monitors television news, was online Wednesday and discussed Dan Rather’s 
career and thefuture of network news | washingtonpost.com/liveonline 


Dan Rather’s been in the anchor 
chair for the “CBS Evening News” 
for 24 years. What can you tell us 
about his tenure as anchorman? 

Dan Rather was the prominent 
reporter for CBS News for many 
years before he took over as anchor 
24 years ago. He likes to look back 
on his entire career as a reporter, 
with evening anchor chair as his 
second job. The stories that made 
him famous — hurricane coverage, 
Tiananmen Square, Watergate, 
the Afghanistan War, interview- 
ing Saddam Hussein — all saw 
him in the capacity as reporter. 
His reputation as newsreader is 
secondary. 

Why have the “CBS Evening News” 
ratings been so low? 

It was a dark day for CBS News 
when it lost the rights to NFL foot- 
ball games to Fox. Several local sta- 
tions with strong news operations 
defected from CBS to keep football. 
CBS’ other enormous strength over 
the years has been in rural and 
small-town markets — the so- 
called red states — where Fox News 
Channel has its core appeal. You 


might say that CBS News’ strength 
has been eroded by a one-two punch 
from Rupert Murdoch’s Fox. 

How do the big three network news 
shows stand up to one another? Do 
they have their own characteristics 
as far as show content, regardless 
of who’s the anchor? 

The remarkable thing about 
the three networks’ nightly news- 
casts is how similar they are. At 
some periods in the past they have 
each developed a house-style. For 
example, in the mid-’90s, NBC aired 
lighter fare (O. J. Simpson, lifestyle 
features) and ABC was more cosmo- 
politan (leading the way on inter- 
national coverage). Since the end 
of the Clinton era, all three have 
settled on a serious foreign-policy 
dominated format.

On March 11, DANA TAI SOON BURGESS

Why Latvia? 

We were invited to be the main 
modern dance company to repre- 
sent the United States in their first 
modern dance festival.

form] happened to be in the audi- 
ence.

MUSIC I Ah, the velveteen touch of 
a dandy fop. 

Steve Bays, singer of Hot Hot 
Heat, has that nasal whine that 
makes you go, “Wait, does the 
Cure have a new album?” Plus, 
his hair is almost as big as Robert 
Smith’s. 

Happily, the resemblance 
doesn’t extend to eyeliner or ban- 
gles. He and his bandmates stick 
to the emo -boy-posing- as -metro - 
sexual look that makes the girls 
all gooey. And makes those girls’ 
boyfriends insecure. 

They should be. Hot Hot Heat 
has the talent to back up the looks 
— and it will be on display Friday 
at the 9:30 Club. The band’s sin- 


gle, “Bandages,” was the high-carb 
staple of modern rock radio circa 
2003. Either sexy or disturbing 
(perhaps both?), the chorus of 
“Bandages on my legs and my arms 
from you” became that giddy song 
that stuck in crania worldwide. 


Hot Hot Heat’s new single, 
“Goodnight Goodnight” (from 
the band’s forthcoming major label 
debut, “Elevator,”due in early April 
from Warner Bros./Reprise), will 
no doubt inspire many a shrieky 
feminine freakout. 


A mix of Specials -style ska, a 
pounding beat and bouncy, hum- 
mable melodies, it seems des- 
tined to become the band’s show- 
closer. 

Wisely, HHH draws from the 
catchiest era of ’80s new wave, the 
one which produced the likes of 
Fun Boy Three, Bow Wow Wow, 
Bananarama and other good-time 
Charlies with an overabundance of 
hair.

Staying 

Power 

Roy Haynes is 
helping to keep this 
difficult art vibrant 

M U S I C I Bebop may live on, but sadly, 
most of its principal architects are 
gone. Thankfully, indefatigable 
drummer and bandleader Roy 
Haynes still carries the torch for 
the musicians of his era. 

Haynes joined Charlie “Bird” 
Parker’s band as a teenager in 
1949. Since then, he’s played with 
a virtual who -who’s of jazz leg- 
ends from Sarah Vaughan to Pat 
Matheny, making noteworthy con- 
tributions to almost every stylistic 
idiom within the jazz canon. 

This weekend, on March 13, 
Haynes turns 80. But his alert 
percussion and sizzling improvi- 
sations suggest someone half his 
age. Probably one of the reasons why 
his playing stays so youthful and 
modern is that he surrounds him- 
self with bold, aggressive musicians 


several generations his junior. 

Such is the case with his Birds 
of a Feather ensemble, which fea- 
tures Christian McBride’s sin- 
ewy bass propulsions and Kenny 
Garrett’s scalding hot alto saxo- 
phone exorcisms. Together, they’ll 
salute Haynes’ mentor, Parker, 
concluding the Kennedy Center’s 
three-part series, “Beyond Bebop: 
Jazz in the 1940s.” 


And if Haynes brings just an 
ounce of the incessant ingenuity and 
joyous fire he poured into his 2001 
masterstroke, “Birds of a Feather” 
(on Dreyfus Records), this concert 
will only add another layer to his 
reputation as one of jazz’s most

M U S I C I When performance poetry collides with 
pop, the results are often peculiar, perplexing or 
just plain dire. Think of Ken Nordine’s “Colors,” 
William Shatner’s “The Transformed Man” or 
the whole dad-blamed career of Patti Smith. 

But when Roots drummer Ahmir“?uestlove” 
Thompson discovered Jill Scott at a Philadelphia 
poetry reading and suggested she drop by the 
studio, they beat the odds. 

Erykah Badu and the Roots soon scored a 
hit with a Roots/Scott composition, “You Got 
Me.” And when Scott took her song back on a 


live Roots album, the foundation was laid for 
a career in neo-soul. By 2000, when a debut 
disc asked the musical question “Who Is Jill 
Scott?,” folks were ready to find out. 

What they discovered was an earthy pur- 
veyor of down-tempo story songs and medita- 
tions on food, shopping, sex and the vicissitudes 
of love. Scott’s style and attitude were unique, 
but the words frequently got the better of the 
music, and the schoolteacher she used to be 
sometimes got in the way. 

Flash forward to 2005. Scott has grown up. 


gained confidence and been to the school of 
Minnie Riperton and Frankie Beverly. She’s 
won a Grammy for Best Urban/Alternative 
Performance with “Cross My Mind,” a sultry 
reminiscence of the way it was with the right 
wrong guy. 

On “Beautifully Human: Words and Sounds 
Vol. 2,” the album that cut was taken from, Scott 
comes into her own. Singing flows seamless- 
ly into spoken word and back. Her composite 
portrait of an ill-fated drug dealer, “Rasool,” 
hits hard and her cinematic “Family Reunion” 
unspools like an Orson Welles tracking shot. 
She has that Marvin “fish full of mercury” Gaye 
way of getting away with a lyric that would col- 
lapse in lesser hands, whether talking about 
lemon cake and potato salad or the spider on 
her ceiling. 

What concertgoers want to know is whether 
Scott can bring it live. But Washington already 
knows the answer to that one. Her 2001 release 
“Experience: Jill Scott 826-t-” found a D.C. audi- 
ence in the palm of her hand. 

This week, Scott stops at Constitution Hall. 
If you missed Wednesday’s show, there’s still a 
chance for Thursday. She isn’t calling it the Big 
Beautiful Tour for nothing, glenn dixon

Novel Cinema 



A cadre of innovative 
graphic novelists 
discuss their craft 

PAGES I “Walk down the right back 
alley in Sin City and you can find 
anything,” wrote Frank Miller 
in the first edition of his pulpy 
graphic novel “Sin City.” Check 
your local bookstore’s selection of 
thick paperbacks like these and the 
same is true. From historical tales 
to gritty noir story lines, these are 
not your parents’ comic books. 

The hugely influential Miller 
makes a Washington appear- 
ance Sunday afternoon at the 
Smithsonian’s Meyer Auditorium 
for a “Meet the Graphic Novelists” 
event. Joining Miller in the panel 
discussion will be Paul Pope (“Heavy 
Liquid”), longtime publisher Terry 
Nantier and moderator Calvin Reid 
of Publisher’s Weekly. 

Miller’s mammoth popularity in 
the world of comic books extends to 
Hollywood, and his latest project is 
a whopper — a tinsel town re-work- 
ing of “Sin City,” set to hit theaters 
April 1. It’s directed by Richard 
Rodriguez with a heavyweight cast 
including Bruce Willis, Benicio Del 
Toro and Rosario Dawson. 


“Frank Miller’s Sin City” mir- 
rors Miller’s darkly tinged books so 
closely, he’s receiving an extraordi- 
nary co-director credit for the Rim. 
Miller’s work has always been cin- 
ematic in its scope — and he’s no 
stranger to the cinema. He penned 
a pair of “Robocop” flick sequels 
and his comics inspired Jennifer 
Garner’s recent dud “Elektra.” 

The Smithsonian event was to 
include pioneering graphic novel- 


ist Will Eisner, but he passed away 
in January at the age of 87. 

Although Eisner and Miller 
won’t share the stage on Sunday, you 
can read their intriguing conversa- 
tions in the forthcoming interview 
book “Eisner/Miller” (Dark Horse).

What Becomes a Legend Most? 


Ian MacKaye’s still 
making music, and 
a difference, in D.C. 


M U S I C I Ian MacKaye’s a local musi- 
cian who requires less introduction 
than any other. Friday night he’s 
playing a show with longtime part- 
ner Amy Farina in a band the duo 
call the Evens. This performance 
marks the release of their self-titled 
debut album. 


OK, fine — a little introduction, 
then. MacKaye once fronted the 
great punk band Minor Threat, then 
he subsequently sang and played 
guitar in the great post-punk band 
Fugazi, still a monumentally influ- 
ential outfit MacKaye kept viable 
and challenging for 17 years. 

Behind the scenes, MacKaye 
has produced a number of bands, 
while his multi-platinum indepen- 
dent record label, Dischord, has doc- 
umented the District’s music scene

for a quarter- century. 

And the 21st century MacKaye 
shows no signs of slowing down. 

At their best, the Evens, with 
MacKaye on the mic and bari- 
tone guitar, evoke pop -era Minor 
Threat — but are substantially qui- 
eter and less aggressive. Sometimes 
their music lacks a driving melody 
and instead meanders a bit, but the 
result’s still pretty. 

Farina often handles or harmo- 
nizes on the Evens’ vocals, occasion- 


ally pushing the band far closer to 
Liz Phair’s alluring territory than 
one would expect from the director 
of discord, to coin a phrase. 

Friday’s show is a benefit for 
Positive Force D.C. — part of the 
20th anniversary celebration for 
the punk activist collective found- 
ed to engage local youth in posi- 
tive change.

MUSIC I Once upon a time, there 
was a king — a brave and mysteri- 
ous Lizard King. 

He was a sage, a seer, a shaman. 
A graduate of Alexandria’s George 
Washington High School, Class of 
’61. His edicts echoed throughout 


the land: “Break on through to the 
other side,” “No one here gets out 
alive,” “Eat your pork and beans.”

MATURITY I In her newest film,

As a parent Weaver could relate 
to some of Sandy’s instincts, par- 
ticularly the way she tries to protect 
her younger son. “I haven’t had to 
go quite as far as Sandy, but I would 
if I had to,” she said. “When people 
are unfair to your children, it really 


is a very primal response and you 
have to kind of try not to be quite 
so primal about it.” 

Weaver is best known for the 
“Alien” series. She last played Ripley 
in 1997’s Ridley Scott film “Alien: 
Resurrection” and she is open to a 
fifth and final installment. “Ridley 
and I have talked about doing one 
more where we go back to the origi- 
nal planet and see what these crea- 
tures came out of,” she said. 

She’s not optimistic, though, that 
the studio would be receptive to a 
middle-aged female action hero. 

“It just seems to me a good 
character is a good character and 
integrity is integrity and courage 
is courage and it has nothing to do 
with sex,” she said. “I’m frustrated 
by the fact that today’s female action 
heroes are still in these ludicrous 
costumes. It should be nothing for 
us to have women in charge. But 
then I thought we’d have a woman

can be quite good, this meticulous 
Indian kitchen stands out: for its com- 
plex and carefullythought out sea- 
sonings, its layered sauces and its 
defttiming.

chicken to shame. Goat curry is nutty, 
spicy, gamy, rich and aromatic all at 
once.
